Proof already exists, he said, that 
death Is not altogether so inescap- 
able as fatalists 
have thought. 
Physiologists possess evidence to 
the contrary obtained by keeping 
single organs alive after death of 
the other parts of the body. 
The first of these demonstrations 
said .Dr. Hernandez, was made by 
Prof. J. P. Heymans in 1912, when 
he preserved 
life in an isolated 
head for two or three hours. Re- 
cently there have been reports of 
similar experiments in Russia. A 
human heart hat been kept alive 
for 30 hours after death by Prof. 
A. Koubllabko, Russian physiolog- 
ist. 
Hernandez sai<| that others 
have succeeded to a certain extent 
in re-establishing the general cir- 
culation," and that he, and • Prof. 
Purcliese of Milan have obtained 
results "not altogether negative" in 
restoring the respiration of a dog; 
Seventeen years have passed,'he

Another helpful suggestion comes 
to us through the August number 
of the .Nature Magazine in regard

A word about spraying. The in- 
sects seem to think that It is their 
garden you* are making, and the 
game is to frustrate them. $t is a 
question of life and death for th^em 
and spoiled efforts for you. Study 
your enemies, find out what kind 
they are, then work intelligently. 
There are chewing insects, like the 
potato beetle of codling 
moth 
which can be killed by spreading 
Paris I green, or arsenate, of lead 
within their feeding range. 
The 
sucking Insects 
have probosces 
which they sink into the tissues to 
suck out the sap and thus escape 
poison spread on the surfaces-only 
contact poison can touch 
them. 
Fugus is the greatest cause of plant 
diseases, spreading rapidly as it 
does by its spores, and developing 
networks of food-gathering hvphae 
weakening 
and 
destroying 
the 
plant. Comence the spraying be- 
fore* the disease has advanced, and 
epray thoroughly. Half-way meth- 
ods will not succeed.

EROSION PREVENTION. 


Installation of at least one 


station for the study of soil 
erosion in each of the 
18 


major soil eroding districts 
into 
which 
the 
United 


States has been zoned, is 
contemplated, it was stated 
orally at the Department of 
Agriculture recently. 


These stations, it was ex- 


plained, will observe and 
make estimates of the vol- 
ume of soil erosion, as well 
as devise conservation mea- 
sures. Stations 
have just 


been set up, it was announc- 
ed, at Hays, Kan.; Guthrie, 
Okla., and Temple, Texas. 


Zoning and research, it 


was explained, represent the 
attempt of the Department 
of Agriculture to conserve 
the 
enormous volume of 


soil annually lost to Ameri- 
can farmers through eros- 
ion. 


One way in which arable 


land is being destroyed, dan- 
gerous because 
of imper- 


ceptibility, it was pointed 
out in the Department, is by 
"sheet erosion." A thin layer 
of top soil is washed away 
by rain, in the sheet erosion 
process. 


Gullying, the process of 


erosion best known to 
the 


general public, the Depart- 
ment said, has already de- 
stroyed 16,500,000 acres- of 
land that was once cultivat- 
ed. This- it was pointed out, 
is enough land to support all 
Japan. 
Losses from gully- 


ing, it was stated, do not ap- 
proach in magnitude the de- 
struction through sheet eros- 
ion. It will be about thirty 
or forty years according to 
estimates of the Qepartment 
of Agriculture, before the 
loss of soil through erosion 
becomes a national 
prob- 


lem. In the meantime many 
farmers scattered over the 
country are suffering indi- 
vidually. When soil erosion 
does become a national men* 
ace, it will be too late to do 
anything, as the soil Will be 
gone. 
; 


When a farmer once loses 


his soil, either through gul- 
lying or sheet erosion, noth- 
ing can be done. Up-to-date 
agricultural machinery will 
be useless and no amount of 
fertilizer will bring liis soil 
back, it was declared. 


Level terracing, used with 


good results on the 
Texas 


States Agricultural Farm in 
the cotton belt of Texas last 
year, will probably be test- 
ed out at the soil erosion sta- 
tions. 


Texas, it was explained 


has only about 21 inches of 
rainfall annually, of which 
25 per cent is lost by evap- 
oration. 
If precipitation is 


only about one-half inch or 
so, the moment the moisture 
hits the hot Texas ground it 
passes off as vapor. 


Another 25 per cent of the 


annual rainfall, it was stat- 
ed, is losixby erosion. 
This 


leaves a remarkably 
small 


amount of precipitation for 
agricultural purposes. 


The Department of Agri- 


culture in co-operation with 
the State Agricultural Col- 
lege, made experiments last 
year in level terracing lands 
devoted to cotton. It was 
found that 90 per cent of the 
moisture was retained on 
the soil by means of terrac- 
ing. Production of cotton 
on that particular soil- the 
Department 
pointed 
out, 


was over 100 per cent.

a patchy picture of success

failure in human relations, while 
the Graf Zeppelin roaring trium- 
phantly over the

neighbors of the farthest nations 
of the earth. 


The Graf arrived over California 
late Sunday night on the next to 
last leg of Its epochal circumnavi- 
gation of the world. Leaving Ja- 
pan Thursday, nearly a. week has 
been cut from fast steamship time 
across the greatest of oceans. 


A sorry picture faces the world 


in Palestine, Biblical land of peace. 
Less disturbing situations exist at 
the Hague reparations conference 
and in the Far East. 


Trouble In Jerusalem. 
Trouble broke out in Jerusalem 


on Friday between Jews and Mos- 
lems over the old controversy of 
the Jews' right to worship undis- 
turbed at the Wailing Wall, 
last 
fragment of Solomon's Temple, and 
before martial law could be clap- 
ped on nibre than 50 Jews and 
Arabs were killed and 150 or more 
wounded. 
Nothing short of international ac- 
tions seems likely to bring solu- 
tion of the problem of the holy 
places in Palestine.

INSTALLATION WORK 


CONSIDERED BEST 


BOBERT E. IAYTON 
The plumbing trade has improv- 
ed a great deal in the last 
few 
ears. It has taken short cuts to 
efficiency and these short cuts have 
made plumbing what It is today. A 
few years ago, plumbing was a 
great mystery, known only to the 
elect, and 
good 
plumber* were 
scarce. Also, charges were high, 
for In those days plumbing was like 
a Chinese puzzle to all save the ex- 
perts. 
High repair bills came from the 
complex nature of the work rather 
.ban from unreasonable profits, put 
t was then that the old story 
started about the plumber whose 
>111 was $56—and who, when asked 
how he arrived at the charge, re- 
plied: "Five dollars for the work 
and $50 for knowing how." 
Plumbers still charge for know- 
Ing how, and it is a legitimate 
charge. 
Lawyers and 
doctors 
charge for knowing how. All skill- 
ed labor has 
Its "know how" 
charge. 
But now the plumber 
charges much less for the mystery 
mrt, and the reason Is that plumb- 
ng ha* been simplified. Plumbing 
now has an axiom by which Its peo- 
ple work, an axiom governing all 
?ood installation. It Is: "A straight 
line is the shortest distance be- 
tween two points." The old days 
cf complex plumbing are gone. 
Now it Is known that the simolest 
installations work best. Plumbing 
Is open. Pipes are exposed. 


You have your own choice of the 
large fixtures to be in your house. 
But frequently the pipes and drains 
are supplied by the plumber himself 
and there is where you must watch 
him. The house drain, the inside 
sewer pipe, for example, should be 
of heavy cast iron. It must not 
break. 
See that you get it. A 


broken house drain can befoul the 
whole house. 


Drains and fixtures must be trap- 
ped, of course, to keep back-gas 
from arising. The simplest trap is 
the familiar 8 form. 
In this trap 
water collect* In the lowest Bart, 
forming a seal through which gas 
cannot come. 


A direct connection should never 
be made to the water supply line 
for water closets. A tank is to be 
used, preferably a low tank because 
they are quieter than high tanks. 
Pipes must be large enough and 
the plumber be careful not to cut 
joists too deep. 


If you live In the city the chances 
are that you will get a good plum- 
ber, for the city licenses Its plum- 
bers only If they are capable. But 
in a small town or In the country
